la reading them, this feature, and their uniform exemption 
from dogmatism and an exclusive or sectarian spint, has been 
me د‎ source of much pleasure and pratification. 

But this is not the case with all that claim to be Spirit-com- 
munications, and especially the “ Auburn Disclosures,” so 
callod, سا‎ which I wish bretly to advert before closing. Î can 
not but wonder at the eulogy passed on those writings by thy 
correspondent, Orton, who is himself certainly a good writer, 
natural, and mostly pernpicoous, He thinks, “ as mere مع‎ 
ary مد‎ logical productions, they would do honor to any age or 
country.” Now, | must confess, my eatimate of them generally 
la very different.
